Maxwell may have agreed to pay

Whether the Maxwell-Ostrer deal 
has cracked open the world film 
trade remains to be seen. 

Some see this deal as an expres- 
sion from Britain of its determina- 
tion to march towards world domin- 
ation of films. It is no secret that 
John Maxwell, personally, was be- 
hind much of the loyalistic furore 


Metro-GB-20th Century deal origin- 
ally. 

If the Maxwell-Ostrer deal should 
stand, as it is, Maxwell dominates | 
the largest combination of British | 
cinemas. But he does not dominate 
production. 


The unexplainable angle of the | 
situation is that Maxwell should | 


transact the Ostrer deal in the face | 
pf trade knowledge that the Ostrers | 
could not dispose of their own GB 
shares without consent of 20th Cen- 
tury-Fox. Also, that since Maxwell 
made an offer to purchase the 20th 
Century-Fox shares of GB stock, he 
failed to make such a deal. 

Officially, the nature of the British 
banker influence back of Maxwell- 
Ostrer deal is undisclosed. The Na- 
tional Provincial is banker for Max- 
well as well as the Ostrers, and is 
known to have been eager to get 
Maxwell in the GB situation. Chase 
National Bank, largest in America, is 
principal stockholder of 20th Cen- 
tury-Fox.

SEC, Irked by Yates’ Attitude, May 
Not Let Consolidated Matter Drop

Washington, Oct. 27. 


Federal investigation into methods 


used by management of Consoli- 
dated Film Industries in rounding 
up proxies to put over reorganiza- 
tion scheme loomed today (Tues- 
day). 

Obviously irritated by manage- 
ment’s insistence on going ahead 


with the financial overhauling with- 
out conferring with the Government, 
officials of the Federal Securities & 
Exchange Commission hinted that 
Consolidated may be put on the spot 
and possibly refused the privilege of 
having its securities traded on na- 
tional stock exchanges. No definite 
decision has been reached yet about 
taking further steps to force Consoli- 
dated execs to bow to the will of the 
Federal agency. 

The Commish loosed a torrid blast 


at President Herbert J. Yates of 
Consolidated, Thursday (22) on the 
eve of the investors’ meeting at 
which the reorganization scheme 


was approved. Sensational S. E. C. 
action was prompted by refusal of 
Yates, et al., to order further post- 
ponement of the session or to cor- 
rect statements in allegedly mislead- 
ing letter describing the financial 
plan. 

Despite hints of additional actions, 
a 2 Si was quick to concede that 
Yates and‘his associates so far have 
violated no Federal statutes or rules. 
Although firmly convinced the man- 
agement’s exposition of the reorgani- 
zation program was deceptive, Com- 
mish conceded it has no evidence of 
wrong-doing which would justify 
punitive action at the moment. 

Belief that Consolidated has not 
won a permanent victory over the 


Commish was general. Considering 
that the S. E. C. never before has 


been sufficiently worked up to issue 
a public statement assailing corpo- 


rate executives against whom it 
could not take legal action, it was 
believed the Government. body 


would not quickly get over its feel- 
ing that Yates and the management 
of Consolidated pulled a fast one on 
their stockholders. 


Public Hearing, Maybe 

A public hearing on the tactics 
used to bring about ratification of 
the reorganization scheme is en- 
tirely probable. Before changing the 
present securities and issuing new 
ducats, Consolidated must ask 
S. E. C. permission to list the new 
paper on national exchanges. When 
this application comes in, the S. E. C. 
could defer action until the proxy 
battle had been thoroughly ven- 
tilated. 

The hotly-worded attack on Yates’ 
methods was a general surprise. No 
hint had been given that the S. E. C. 
was dissatisfied with the means em- 
ployed by the Consolidated prez to 
ebtain backing for his plan until 
the 1,800-word blast was issued. 

* Charging that the company re- 
fused to circularize stockholders 
with supplemental information to 
correct ‘any misimpression’ about 
the finarging moves, S. E. C. failed 
to make any formal accusations 
against Yates or his associated, The 
blast did note, however, that Com- 
mish regulations require that pleas 
for proxies contain no ‘false or mis- 
leading’ assertions and said that 
after study government officials be- 
lieved certain of the statements in 
Yates’ letter might be misconstrued.

the boycotting was thickest.

volume of business will make up for | 


the elimination of the percentage 
deals on the big flickers. 

About the only exchange getting 
any percentages at all is the Metro 
office, which is insisting upon and 
obtaining contracts which contain 
four pictures at 40% on the new 
season’s releases. The rest of the 
exchanges are practically barren of 
sharing. pictures, though here and 
there one or two of the distributors 
may be able to snare one or two 
flickers on a percentage clause. 

It was the distributors demand for 
Saturday and Sunday dates which 
killed vaude out of many of the mid- 
west theatres, since the exhibs 
wouldn’t go on the nut for the vaude 
show while giving up 35-40% of the 
gross for the flicker.

The conciliation 
boards, under the plan, would try 
to get two parties together to work 
out problems voluntarily. It could 
not force decisions, but a unique 
Manner of giving the conciliation 
boards arbitration powers has been 
Suggested without danger of incur- 
ring legal troubles. 

Kuykendall is scheduled to reach 
New York Friday (30) to follow up 
matters with distributors and push 
announcements on new sales poli- 
Cies.

New campaign to get more liberal 
picture news and publicity represen- 
tation in the New York dailies gained 
momentum last week as the RKO 
circuit indicated whole-hearted sup- 
port. However, real leverage in ac- 
complishing results probably will 
come from the merchants’ commit- 
tee, which is expected to confer with 
the daily papers in the near future. 
Committee now is collecting data 
and statistics to lay before the met- 
ropolitan publications. 

One spokesman for RKO con- 
trasted the amount of publicity ac- 
corded night clubs and radio as 
compared with pictures and film 
theatres in comparison with the 
amount of advertising furnished, the 
ad rate or almost absence of adver- 


tising. He considered the films 
should have wide edge in matter of 
space. 

Present setup in the matter of 


theatres getting a break in magazine 
and roto sections is unfavorable, he 
also pointed out. Fact that publicity, 
news and photographs must be sup- 
plied two and three weeks in ad- 
vance precludes playing up pictures 
and stars of forthcoming attractions 
because seldom are films definitely 
set on playdates that far in advance. 
Figured that it cramps local theatre’s 
activities in behalf of current or 
future pictures, because publicists 
are unable to concentrate on timely 
productions -and. players. The only 
solution is opening up pages of the 
dailies, he claimed. 

The manner in which the so-called 
amusement page is cluttered up with 
Radio and cabaret items actually 
dwarfs the importance of films and 
picture productions, according to 
RKO representatives. They con- 
sidered reader interest still to be 
mostly concentrated in scréen news, 
as compared with the other two 
mediums. The break given radio 
was particularly assailed because 
viewed as a highly competitive 
medium and one that seldom goes in 
for heavy newspaper advertising. 

While the Hays office plainly indi- 
cated a desire to remain in the back- 
ground in the present drive, Haysians 
unofficially expressed the . opinion 
that dail” newspapers in N. Y. could 
not.afford to ignore pictures because 
of the reader interest in the screen.

MUSIC HALL, N. Y. 


For ‘Angles,’ its current four-part 
presentation, the Music Hall is less 
lavish than usual in a seenic way. 
As a change, Leon Leonidoff elected 
to make greater use of the theatre's 
mechanical facilities, and the shrewd- 
ly manipulated rising stages and 
turntables are a fine replacement for 
the customary finery. Not that 
‘Angles’ is skimpy. 

Through the wealth of mechanical 
gadgets back of its footlights, the 
Music Hall is enabled more than any 
other theatre to compete with pic- 
tures in the presentment of stage 
tricks. This was never more clearly 
illustrated than in ‘Squares,’ opening

the inside is lighted up. It’s a simple 
trick, well done and distinctly nov- 
elty staging. 

Second item is “Triangles,” with its 
theme set’in ‘one’ by Robert Weede 
singing a special number, credited to 
Maurice Baron ind Albert Stillman, 
anent three-cornered domestic af- 
fairs. The song is no knockout, and 
much of the lyrige is lost in this 
theatre, but enough of the idea is 
shoved over to make what follows 
understandable. The windup is a 
dance by Alice Dudley, Jack Cole 
and Jerome Andrews working as a 
threesome. The idea is husband, 
wife and boy friend in angle danc- 
ing fashion, and perhaps pretty good 
to those who like that kind of danc- 
ing. But the old time apache. which 


tells just about the same ‘story,’ has | 


it licked for action and suspense. 
There is something enjoyed by this 
threesome that the apache trios 
never had, however, and that’s su- 
perior lighting. 

‘Verticals’ is least pretentious of 
the four stage parts, being a couple 
of tunes by the Glee Club boys in 
tails. The drop, containing a row of 
similarly garbed figures, is in two 
parts, with the legs stretching as’ the 
top section rises. 

‘Horizontals’ is just another title 
for the military drill by the Rock- 
ettes, done many times before, but 
always worthy of repeats at reason- 
able intervals. When the ballet girls 
join in for the last part of the 
march, to fill the big stage with 
femininity, it's a corking flash. 

‘Adventure in Manhattan’ (Col.) is 
the picture, plus the new March of 
Time, on first New York showing 
here.

Reporting that the major networks 
and many locals were tumbling over 
themselves to cooperate with the 
United States Office of Education, 
sponsor of the radio project, officials 
revealed that public demand for 
educational programs had grown to 
an extent where an average of more 
than 6,000 letters are received week- 
ly. All programs are carried cufio 
by broadcast stations taking part in 
the campaign. 

3ulk of the $113,000 
President Roosevelt for 
radio project wiil be expended in 
salaries for relief workers engaged 
in writing script for the five major 
programs now on the aur, officials 
said. Pay for clerical help, research 
workers and. actors and musicians 
who take part in the programs also 
will be assured by the new eapn- 
propriation. With 86 workers en- 
gaged on the project, Feds hope to 
add one or two new programs to 
the group now being aired by the 
networks and also to develop talent 
for the opening of the New York 
unit’s cooperative six-week study 
course at New York University’s 
Radio Workshop, opening on No- 
vember 9. In connection with the 
Radio Workshop enterprise, Educa- 
tion Commissioner Studebaker has 
authorized students of N. Y. U. to 
participate in the Federal radio proj- 
ect, if qualified.

Second basis for the appeal is the al- 
legation that the Broadcast division 
illegally delegated powers to its law- 
yers and had the legal section, which 
will defend the act in court, write 
the decision. 

‘After-Thought’ 

‘Up to and including Oct. 6, the 
effective date of its decision, neither 
the Commission nor its Broadcast 
Division had made or announced any 
finding of fact or any grounds for its 
decision, WIL attorneys said. 

‘On Saturday, Oct. 17, 1936, the 
Commission first made public an- 
nouncement of a release numbered 
18,572 containing a statement of facts 
and grounds for the decisicn afore- 
said. Said statement of facts and 
grounds for decision wes not formu- 
lated or prepared by the Commission 
or its Broadcast division, but by the 
Commission Law Department to 
which the Broadcast Division had, 
after making its decision of Sept. 22, 
1936, delegated the duty of making 
and formulating its findings of fact 
and of ascertaining and formulating 
its grounds for decision.

Commission in a dither over super- 
power, indications this week were 
that no hearings will be held on 
baker’s dozen of requests for juice 
jolts until basic policy on power 
limitations has been settled. 

Although no final action is pos- 
sible until decision is reached in 
numerous problems raised at recent 
reallocation hearings, pressure is be- 
ing exerted to induce the Commish 
to go ahead with the 500 kw. pleas 
and save time in the event it is de- 
cided to allow pata aa pl ts 
to become powér titans. Idea has 
been circulated that Commish might 
permit examiners to air the 13 pend- 
ing applications, with understanding 
that reports would be held off until 
the policy matter is settled. 


If and When Probes 


This procedure has several strong 
points. In the first place, it would 
permit the Commish to compile a 
record on the particular conditions 
involved in each situation, amplify- 
ing the evidence submitted at the re- 
allocation heari-gs and providing 
better basis for deciding whether to 
remove present power roof from 
cleared ribbons. In the second place, 
it would permit the industry to go 
forward with superpower plans in 
the event 500 kw. operation is al- 
lowed, cutting down time required 
to translate ambitions into action. If 
the Commish eventually decides to 
permit juice jumps, considerable 
time would be saved should the 
hearings be held now, since aspiring 
broadcasters would be in position to 
‘go right ahead as soon as the policy 
had been fixed.

Suggestions for six studies, any of which would require a lengthy period | 
to complete, were introduced at the F. C. C. reallocation hearings by CBS | 
as part of the web's strategy in trying to forestall super-wattage. Whether 
or not the commish ever acts on any of the suggestions is not known now | 
but CBS figures that its lengthy presentation might be helpful in an emer- | 
gency to stall for time.

‘3. A study of general audience attitudes toward ‘a) local and remote 
stations; (b) network and non-network programs: ‘c) sustaining and com- | 
mercial programs; and (d) live talent and electrica] transcriptions. 

‘4. An analysis of general listening habits over a period of years to de-: 
termine the trends toward or away from local and remote liste ning, | 
DX-ing, etc. aa

‘5. A study to deiermine the size and economic status of U. S. areas 
which would be newly served by all possible 500,000-watt st: 

‘6. An analysis of stations which would fall within the primary service 
area of new 500,000-watt stations ...a study of the operating costs and | 
income of these (and other) stations with regard to possible changes in | 
operating practice which would follow power increcse.’ 





Teapot tempest-over Columbia Broadcasting System's refusal to allow 
Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg of Michigan to dress up a political talk 
with transcribed quotations of President Roosevelt's 1932 speeches died last 
week when Federal Communications Commission declared no rules o1 
laws had been violated by either party. 

Obviously seeking to duck the issue, F. C. C. received sheaf of protests | 
about both Vandenberg and C. B. S. and referred the sizzling potato to 
the broadcast division. Losing no time, the broadcast czars immediately 
dashed off a letter washing its hands of the entire affair. 

Commish slipped out of the muddle by asserting that no government 
regulations were broken when Columbia declined to allow the G. O. P. 
orator to dress up his talk. 





With charges that both the Federal Communications Commission and 
the commercial broadcasters have failed materially to carry out their re- 
sponsibilities, the National Committee on Education by Radio last week 
launched a new crusade to force the government to hand over a large 
share of broadcasting facilities to non-profit groups. 

The attack was prefaced by an admission that educators have various 
deficiencies but the shortcomings of the commercial industry and the gov- 
ernment agency make them équally vulnerable. In a long editorial in its 
monthly bulletin, N. C. E. R. complained that the commish has parceled 
out franchises in an unequal manner and the industry has failed to recog- 
nize its incompetence in the field of educational and cultural broadcasting.

Savoy on Lenox avenue, about the | 
sole traditional hot spot of Harlem |

Best nights are Saturday and Sun- 
day. General admission is 50c., 
jhough scale varies according to 
whether Charles Buchanan, manager, 
has a breakfast ball planned or a 
Hallowe’en party scheduled. Sunday 
night is becoming a sellout, due to 
the shoe shine boys who have to 
work late Saturdays, but can 
the next day. 

Two current dance orchestras hold 
forth are Teddy Hill and Al Nichols’ 
contingents. Closing hour during the 
week is 2:30 a.m., and on weekends 
4 or 5 am. ‘Stompin’ at the Savoy’ 
is the jazz anthem most requested, 
with ‘Christopher Columbus’ and 
‘Organ Grinder’s Swing’ runners-up.

Federal Theatre Project’s produc- 
tion of ‘It Can’t Happen Here’ was 
to open last night (Tuesday) in 21 
theatres in 18 cities throughout tne 
U. S. Play, adapted. by Sinclair 
Lewis’ novel of the same title, is 
the most ambitious single production 
ever attempted in the U. S. Scenery 
for all the presentations was de- 
signed in New York by Adrian Cra- 
chaft and copies sent out to the vari- 
ous units. 

Brooklyn’s ‘Can’t Happen’ was set 
back until Nov. 5 when several leads 
walked out to take regular engage- 
ments. That necessitated recasting. 
Stated that the Kansas City and Des 
Moines companies are off indefi- 
nitely, while the Italian companies 
in Newark and San Francisco were 
postponed because of translation 
difficulties. Total of five companies 
did not start as scheduled. 

Almost until the last minute, WPA 
headquarters in New York had no 
idea of a complete list of the pro- 
ductions because of red-tape and 
other difficulties involved. WPA 
shows have very seldom opened on 
time, generally going through a 
number of postponements. In this 
case, however, orders were to open, 
no matter what. Hallie Flanagan. 
head of the WPA theatre project, is 
quoted as having said, “This show 
will open on time in every theatre 
even if the actors have to walk 
around the stage reading their parts 
off a script in their hands and wear- 
ing signs identifying themselves.’

First three of Coward’s nine one- 
act plays clicked here tonight and 
should prove diverting anywhere. 
First and third are comedies, the sec- 
ond a heavy triangular drama. All 
differ sharply in tenor.

‘Sea’ provides Miss Lawrence with 
the role of a gushing lady who con-

Coward, as the 
suicidal doctor, and Joyce Carey as 
the clear-minded, intelligent wife, 
carry off the top honors. 

‘Peppers’ puts Coward and. Miss 
Lawrence in front of a street drop 
for a slap-stick vaude act in which 
both hoof and sing through two 
turns. Between turns they rip off a 
swell back-stage session of bicker- 
-ing between themselves, with the 
orch leader, who gums up their sec- 


ond turn in rebuttal, and with the 


house manager. Coward's versatility 
hits high in this red-wigged playlet, 
for here he’s actor, director, hoofer, 
dittyist, and writer of two songs.

Henry Hull, producer Arthur 
' Hopkins has a new play. But neither 
| Mr. Poe nor Mr. Hull, nor both of 
| them together in a very excellent 
| combination, can lift their vehicle to 
| topnotch entertainment for, without 
| being too severe on an author who 
| obviously was sincere in her effort, 
|‘Plumes in the Dust’ is too aptly 
| titled. It grasps one of the great- 
jest, most-poignant, most-discussed 
tragedies of modern times—and it 
| lets it slip through its fingers as sen- 
sational melodrama. 

Play glimpses the heights, but 
never scales them. It uncovers the 
depths, but never plumbs them. It 
points a finger at greatness, but 
never touches it. At times, it holds 
its audience, but because of the 
story, not the telling. 

On Playwright Sophie Treadwell’s 
side of the ledger, however, it must 
be admitted that she has allowed 
Poe to stand forth as a human be- 
ing, neither glorifying his personal 
virtues nor minimizing his faults. 
Through selecting appropriate situa- 
tions from the wealth of available 
biographical and literary material, 
she justifies her conception.- And, 
by placing in his mouth words which 
he, himself, wrote, she offers him 
as one of the most unforgettabic 
characters ever to reach the stage. 

She shows Poe arriving home 
from the University of Virginia laden 
with gambling debts accrued because 
he hadn’t money enough to buy: suit- 
able clothes, finding his sweetheart 
married through a misunderstanding 
and leaving Richmond after a row 
with his foster-father. He is seen 
living in Baltimore with his father’s 
aunt, fuming because a set of judges 
gave him an award for his’ prose 
instead. of. his peetry, because the 
prize was bigger, even though he 
needed the money desperately. Then 
ill, poverty-stricken,-, struggling - to 
care. for his invalid girl-bride on 
what he can. sell without unbending 
in his contempt for publishers and 
colleagues. And drunk, wild-eyed, 
tearing into a gathering of society 
folk, insulting those - who | disap- 
prove of his work and demanding 
that an editor kill an article calling 
attention to his poverty. Then, after 
his wife died, making a lecture tour,

In her 
eagerness to portray ‘the sensitive- 
ness, egotism, brilliance, bitterness, 
and other ihfredients that went to 
make Edgar Allan Poe the unhappy 
genius he was, Miss,Treadwell has 
neglected to give Aer portrait a 
frame. 

Play, for all its occasional cl- 
maxes, is slow, episodic and gloomy. 
Its characters, other than Poe, are 
unconvincing; its lines, except for 
those borrowed from Poe, are flat. 

Henry Hull delivers a performance 
that is little short of heroic—mak- 
ing the rafters ring with the words 
that are Poe’s and battling unflinch- 
ingly when he is left to himself and 
ithe author. Rest of the cast—with 
| the exception of Mary Morris as the 
aunt and Charles Kennedy the 
foster-father—is seldom more than 
adequate and frequently less. 

Woodman Thompson, who, like Mr. 
Poe and Mr. Hull, deserves a better 
excuse: for his talents, is responsible 
for the appropriate and excellently 
conceived sets.

Nazimova emerges from a long 
four-act evening with vine leaves in 
her hair, winning well-deserved 
plaudits for a masterful, meticulous 
and studied delineation of Ibsen’s 
meanest woman; and on this phase 
alone rest all hopes for a satisfac- 
tory box-office pull. It will be a 
must for Ibsen*students and admir- 
ers.and will afford a thoroughly sat- 
isfactory but sombre evening for fol- 
lowers of Nazimova. From outside 
those circles it’ will probably draw 
little or no extra money. 

It is a rich theatrical experience 
to witness the skillful sculpture of 
sadistic, selfish Hedda in the expert 
hands of Nazimova, whose every 
head toss, shrug or gesture articu- 
lates much that adds to the finished 
product. A red wig and eye-catch- 
ing gowns should intrigue the la- 
dies; and it is presumed that more 
women than men will seek out this 
play. 

Harry Ellerbe as Tesman, husband
